file net earnings of the Canadian National last year were nearly double 
tnose of 1924, being $22,261.1 M as compared With $17,244,251. This substan¬ 
tial betterment was brought about in two ways, by an increase of nearly ten 
million dollars in operating revenues, and a decrease of over five and one- 
nall nn lions in operating expenses. Net earnings in 1925 were twelve times 
What they were in 1922. 

Supplementing this annual statement for 1925, Mr. Dunning was able to In¬ 
form Parliament that for the first four months of 1926, net earnings of the 
Canadian National amounted to $9,689,217, a record for any similar period 
m the history of the amalgamated system, and the Minister was therefore 
in the happy position of being able to say that ‘•given a reasonably good har¬ 
vest and freedom from traffic losses due to labor difficulties it may be pos¬ 
sible for the National Railways to pay this year their entire Interest charges 
oue the public.”

As pointed out in a reeehL article, it was this improvement in Canadian 
National finances which wan an important factor in enabling the Finance Min¬ 
ister in-his recent budget to lower the Income Tax, return !o two-cent post¬ 
age, wipe out the receipt tax, and reduce the Customs duties on certain types 
of aulomobiles. Thus, not Indirectly, but.directly and immediately the peo¬ 
ple of Canada enjoy a measure of tax relief because of-the success being 
achieved, by Sir Henry Thornton and his co-workers in the management of 
the Canadian National. 

II the expectations of Sir Henry and Mr. Dunning are realized this year_ 

and present indications are that they will be—then further taxation relief may I 
be looked for, or, as an alternative, a start made in the direction «rt reducing ! 
the enormous war debt which the Dominion'n6w has to Carry. Either step, 
of course, would mean a further reductin iu the financial burden and. obliga¬ 
tions of the Canadian people. 

Finally, it is a matter of particular nalional gratification lhat this steady 
and even rapid improvement in the Canadian National has been brought 
about without doing any injury whatever to'Canada’s other great natioual 
railway, the Canadian Pacific. The C.P.R. also reported a very successful 
year in 1925, far better than was expected during the earlier months of that 
year, and thus far in 1926 it continues to further improve and strengthen its 
position. Much as Canadians desire to see .file Canadian National prosper 
and more than pay its way, they are equally desirous of seeing the C.P.R. grow 
and prosper. There is no wish to advance the welfare of one system at lhe 
expense of the other. Both are national systems in the true meaning of the 
term, and both can and are rendering services . of immense value to the 
Dominion. 

With increasing immigration, a general renewal in ajHines of industry 
and commerce, and given a good crop throughout the country tills year, the 
future of Canada's railways is encouraging.

Figures Given Out Recently Are Very 
Gratifying 

Canada’s latest stocktaking has 
brought out encouraging figures both 
actually and potentially. The Domin¬ 
ion’s gross agricultural wealth at the 
close of 1925 is placed at $7,832,942,000, 
an increase of $324,685,000 over the 
previous year. The aggregate agri¬ 
cultural revenue last year was $1,708,- 
567,000, greater by $264,890,000 than 
that of 1924. 

Returns from sixty cities show 
the building permits issued In April, 
1926, were $3,544,900, or 23 per cent, 
over those for April, 1925. Immigra¬ 
tion records a steady increase. A 
feature of this particularly gratifying 
to Canadians is the return of natives 
Horn the United States. In the fiscal 
year ended 'March 31 there were 47,221 
of these repatriated sons and daugh¬ 
ters who had been absent for six 
months or more. Eighteen thousand 
citizens of the United States kept 
them company. 

Canadians feel that the Immigrants 
now entering are particularly qualified 
to develop th eagrlcultural resources 
of the land. (That is the kind of set¬ 
tlers the Dominion desires, and it has 
the habit of getting what it desires.

A Birthday Gift 

Canada Returns to the Two Cent 
Postage Rate 

On and aftei; July 1 it will cost only 
two cents to send a letter from one 
part of Canada to another or to the 
United States and Mexico. At pres¬ 
ent the letter rate in Canada and to 
points in the United States and Mexi¬ 
co is three cents per ounce, one cent 
of which is war tax, that was imposed 
on April 1, 1925. The removal of the 
one cent war tax and the return to tbe 
more popular two cent rate, the same 
as is in effect in the United States, 
Was provided for in the Canadian bud¬ 
get recently submitted to the Canadian 
Parliament by Hon. James A. Robb, 
minister of finance and now approved. 

It is expected that the return of the 
two cent postage will cause a big in¬ 
crease in postal business in Canada 
not only in the urban centres, but ln 
the farming distircts served by 3,772 
rural mail routes with v abcbt 210,000
